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NEARY ON STAND 
IN OWN DEFENSE 
AT MURDER TRIAL 


Fired Shots 


Denies He 


That Killed Policeman. 


Bernard Early in Saloon

John Neary took the witness 


stand in his own defense in his

CHARLES EBBETS,

NEW YORK, April 18.—Charles 
Ebbets, president of the Brooklyn 
National League Basebal! Club died 
at 6 o'clock this morning, he was 
66 years old. 

Death came quietly. Ebbets fell: 
into a deep sleep at 11 o'clock laat 
night and did not wake during the 
night. No one was at the besi:ls 
at the time of his death, but a fev 
minutes after he died, the nurse 
attending him entered the root. 

Heart disease, from which he 
had been a sufferer for many years, 
overcame a brave fight by the base- 
ball magnate to continue in ths 
game which he had helped to make 
nationally popular through his long 
connection with the Brooklyn club. 

Ebbets came to New York two 
weeks ago from the Florida trair- 
ing camp of the Brooklyn team, 
where he had sought relief, and 
was at first believed to have been 
benefited, He suffered a relapse 
yesterday, and physicians last night 
reported that he was growing stead- 
ily weaker at his room in the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hote] and held littie 
home for him to recover. 

Ebbets first broke into the game 
in 1883 as bookkeeper for the ok 
Brooklym club, Step by step hk 
rose, filling various offices, un 
in 1899 he became president of the 
club. It was he who saved the 
situation when various influences 
were at work to take the National 
League franchise out of Brooklyn. 

He was born in New York on 
Oct. 29, 1859, and was educated 
in the public schools. He was mar- 
ried in 1877 and is the father of 
four children, Charles H. Ebbets 
Jr. and three married daughter 
His first wife divorced him in 192 
and a year later he married again, 

Charles H. Ebbets Jr. announced 
that the funeral on Tuesday would 
be held in Trinity Church, Brook- 
lyn. Burial will be in Greenwood 
Cemetery.

‘RAIN MAKER’ GETS $8000 

| FOR MONTHS’ OPERATION 

Continues to Keep Secret His For- 
mula for Coaxing Moisture 

| Out of the Aljr.

FRESNO, Cal., April 18.—W. H. 
Elliget, Tulare Lake grain grower, 
yesterday presented Charles M. 
Hatfield, Glendale, Cal. “rain 
' maker.” a check for $8000 in pay- 
ment for rain-making operations 


from’ March 15 to April 15. 

| Hatfield was to collect $6500 for 
producing 2.50 inches in the Tulare 
Lake bottoms, and $1500 for pro- 
ducing 1.50 inches at Coalinga. He 
accomplished his task in the Lake 
region but fell .16 inches shy at 
Coalinga. Just outside the city of 
Coalinga, however, Elliget said, 
from 1.50 to 2 inches pf rain fell 
‘and decision had béen reached to 
, pay him the full amount under the 
,contract. Hatfield collected a sim- 
ilar eum a year ago for “breaking” 
the drought. 

Hatfield continues to keep secret 
his formula for coaxing moisture 
out of the sky for drought-strick- 
en communities. The public is 
kept at a distance from the rain 
| maker and his assistants who work 
at the top of a tower, mixing and 
exploding chemicals. 

Hatfield has been operating as a 
‘Pain maker” in western states for 
more than a dozen years. His con- 
'tract with farmers of arid regions 

usually guarantees a certain 
|amount of precipitation over a spe- 
cified area within a fixed time. 
Failure by even a smal! fraction of 
-an inch to produce the specified 
rainfall at any of the designated 
recording points loses Hatfield all 
of his payment for “producing” the 
‘rain. ,
